In view of these developments, 
a spokesman for the telephone 
company said no action was being 
taken again to remove Pioneer’s 
telephones, because Judge Nangle’s 
latest urder would put the com- 
pany in contempt of court if the 
telephones were taken out. 

“The injunction remains in full 
effect,” the spokesman observed. 
“The telephone company is in the 
middle, but just where in the mid- 
dle is not clear.” 

In his motion to set aside the 
Public Service Cemmission order, 
Shenker contended the order was 
“arbitrary, capricious, unwar- 
ranted, unjustified and an illegal 
abuse of the power of the com- 
mission.” 

Denied Remedy, He Argues. 

A commission order is subject 
to court review only if the appel- 
lant files a motion for a rehear- 
ing with the comimission before 
the effective date of the order, 
Shenker continued. By making 
its Friday order effective imme- 
diately, the commission denied 
Pioneer a legal remedy, he 
argued. 

In 1945, the telephone company 
served notice on the racing news 
firm it intended to discontinue 
service at the request of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 
Pioneer went to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission to prevent this, 
and the commission ruled it had 
no choice other than to order 
Southwestern Bell to continue 
service until it was shown the 
telephones were being unlawfully 
used. Shenker indicated proper 
procedure would require rehear- 
ing of the 1945 case. 

State Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor and Arthur O’Keefe, one 
of his assistants, were present to 


oppose Shenker’s motion. 

On completion of the argu- 
ments, the commission took the 
motion under advisement this 
afternoon. It did not indicate 
when its decision would be forth- 
coming. 

Pioneer is the Capone syndi- 
cate’s distributor of racing infor- 
mation to handbooks in this area.

Gen. Kratz, commander of the 
Seventy-first Fighter Wing, Air 
National Guard, telephoned his 
wife at their home, 17 Country 
Life Acres, St. Louis county, after 
the crash and told her “it was a 
miracle we were not all killed.” 

He brought the plane down for 
the emergency landing with its 
wheels retracted. Witnesses said

By Study of Sun Termed Possible 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP)— 
Weather predictions for 12 months 
in advance are possible for any 
city, Dr. Charles G. Abbot, famed 
sun expert of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, reported today. He bases 
the system on periodic fluctu- 
ations in the heat radiation of the 
sun. 

Abbot disclosed a near-perfect 
record for predicting cool and 
warm days—by actual dates—in 
the nation’s capital during 1948. 
He said the method could be 
applied to any other local area in 
the world. 

Abbot’s present report concerns 
temperature variations only. He 
also has worked out a _ similar 
solar method of forecasting the 
likelihood of rain or fair weather 
on specific dates a year ahead of 
time. 

(Months in advance, Abbot gave 


the Associated Press forecasts of 
fair weather on the Roosevelt and 
Truman inaugural days in 1944 
and 1948 respectively. He scored 
perfectly in both cases.) 


lected 55 specific dates when he 
said the temperature would drop 
to a minimum and then start 
rising. Between the “cold days,” 
he predicted, there would be days 
averaging 7.1 degrees higher. 


He locked his predictions in a 
safe. Early this year the safe was 
opened and the predictions were 
checked with the actual record. 
Out of the 55 “minima” predicted, 
said Abbot, 48 dates had lower 
temperatures than others inter- 
vening between them. The average 
excess of the -warmer days was 
6.96 degrees, against 7.1 degrees 
redicted.

make an independent inquiry into 
the charges. This commission 
recommended commutation of all 
of the 12 Malmedy death verdicts. 

. McCarthy Questions Royall. 

Senator McCarthy, representing 
the Committee on Executive Ex- 
penditures, which also is inter- 
ested in getting at the facts in 
the Malmedy controversy, fre- 
quently interrupted Royall’s testi- 
'mony with questions. He elicited 
from Royall the flat, statement 
that even a Nazi known to be 
| guilty of the murder of American 
i|soldiers would not be hanged if 
it were proven illegal confession 
methods were employed. 

McCarthy said the whole world 
was horrified by the cold-blooded 
atrocities committed by the Nazi 
soldiers at Malmedy, but neverthe- 
less illegal - prosecuting tactics 
could not be tolerated, as they 
cast a shadow over the American 
reputation, for justice and fair 
play. 

The Malmedy story stems back 
to December 1944, when the Ger- 
mans made a last frantic drive 
to stave off defeat by launching 
the Battle of the Bulge. One Ger- 
man group, a part of the First 
S.S. Panzer Regiment, surrounded 
American soldiers who surren- 
dered their arms. The prisoners 
then were lined up in the snow 
at a crossroads near Malmedy and 
shot down with machine guns. 
The Germans then walked among 
the dead and wounded to shoot 
again any of those still breathing. 

After the German surrender, 
nearly 700 Germans who had 
served in the “task force Peiper,” 
as the massacre group was 
known, were arrested, Of these, 
73 were convicted by the trial 
court; some have been freed, and 
none executed.

In a related development, Sena- 
tor Elbert Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
chairman of the Senate Labor and 
Public Welfare Committee, said 
today there “is slight chance” that | 
Congress can complete action on 
a national health program at this 
session. 

“I don’t want to sound discour- | 
aged, but there is not enough time 
left to get the bill written properly 
and through both houses of Con- | 
gress this summer,” Thomas told 
a reporter. 

‘Expects Bill From Truman. | 

At the same time, he said he. 
expects President Truman to send | 
Congress, probably this week, a 
new and comprehensive national 
health bill including compulsory | 
government health insurance. 

“It will get prompt and full at- 
tention at hearings and we should 
have a completed bill ready for 
public and congressional discus- | 
sion later this year,” Thomas said. | 

The plan the administration is 
backing would levy payroll taxes 
to pay for hospital, doctor and. 
dentist bills. It would be a na- 
tional system of prepaid insur- 
ance. The American Medical As- 
sociation has denounced the plan 
as “socialized medicine.” : 

Presidential press secretary 
Charles G. Ross said Truman has. 
“under consideration” a radio ad- 
dress to the nation on his health 
program. 

(The United Press said that it 
had learned from informed sources 
that the President’s new bill, in 
addition to the compulsory health 
insurance feature, will include sub- | 
sidization of rural doctors, aid | 
for medical schools, and expanded | 
hospital construction. It also said | 
the plan will call for increased | 
assistance for medical research, | 
more help for state and local pub- | 
lic health services, and federal 
assistance for child care, matern- 
ity and crippled children’s pro- 
grams, it was said. |

Change Is Opposed.

The op- 
position of the residents’ to 
change is based on their fear of 
heavy local taxes and their desire 
to keep their present educational, 
safety and welfare benefits. 

The Army _ spent $96,000,000 
building the town and its facili- 
ties. The AEC is spending $10,- 
000,000 a year for upkeep and 
improvements, of which $5,000,000 
is for civic costs normally paid ' 
for by local taxes. 

The AEC wants to give the, 
community the right to elect its) 
own officials, and is drafting a 
charter of incorporation, for sub- 
mission to the Tennessee Legisla- 
ture. As the Legislature will not 
convene until 1951, there prob- 
ably will be two years of town 
meeting debates and then an 
Oak Ridge referendum on the 
proposal. 

“As of today,” City Manager 
Ford observed, “a majority of | 
the residents would be against 
incorporation. We hope that will 
change by the town meetings.” 

Civie Operations Farmed Out. 

This atomic energy region is 
unique in so many ways that it is 
no surprise to find that the civic 
operations have been farmed out 
by the AEC to a private firm, 
the Roane-Anderson Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the Turner Construc- 
tion Co. The major decisions are 
made by Ford, who is also di- 
rector of public welfare, and the 
City Management Division of the 
AEC, which also supervises the 
local government of the Hanford 
and Los Alamos communities. 

Underlying the AEC’s responsi- 
bility is the fact that the Federal 
Government owns all the land of 
the town and all the buildings, 
including stores, one high school, 
one junior high school, 10 ele- 
mentary schools and a 300-bed 
hospital. 

Oak Ridge is not a federal 
reservation in the legal sense, but 
for security reasons, the must 
retain title to the land so it can 
control the persons allowed to go 
close to the secret atomic energy 
works. Eventually some of the 
land may be leased for long terms 
so that residents can build and 
own their own homes, but that 
time is not yet in sight. 

Tax Hard to Collect. 

Thus, with the Federal Govern- 
ment owning all the land and 
structures, the most staple base 
for local taxation would not be 
available to the proposed incorpo- 
rated town. For that reason, the 
AEC thinks it might have to con- 
tribute a large amount, perhaps 
two or three million dollars, to 
the local government in lieu of 
real estate taxes. 

There is already a _ personal 
property tax on residents but it 
is said to be difficult to collect. 
There is no school tax, and be- 
cause the community is not in- 
corporated, it lost $680,000 that 
otherwise would have come to it 
from the state retail sales tax. 
The residents, of course, pay the 
federal income tax and they vote 
in national, state and county 
elections. 

The local self-government pro- 


man fire department and the &7- 
man police department. For these 
and other operations, the company 
is paid a fixed fee of $16,000 a 
month. 

Paternalism produces strange 
minor results. A Roane-Anderson 
official told me that a tenant had 
telephoned him one night that he 
had called the local electrical of- 
fice 20 times in an hour and a 
half to demand that a blown fuse 
be replaced. 

“Many of these -young people,” 
he said, “have never been away 
from -home before and expect 
everything to be done for them. 
I told this young fellow that his 
calls had been about every six 
minutes. I also said that if he 
lived in a city apartment and had 
called the building manager that 
many times, he would be laughed 
at. The janitor might tell him he 
would take care of the fuse but 
probably wouldn’t get around to 
it for a couple of days. I further 
pointed out that in most other 
places a tenant has a few spare 
fuses on hand for an emergency.” 

Advisory Council. 

City Manager Ford is trying to 
instill some spirit of local respon- 
sibility into the residents. He en- 
couraged the formation of a local 
advisory council of nine members, 
each selected from a division of 
the town. These men, he said, 
could be compared to aldermen 
and their districts to wards. The 
council has no fixed meeting 
schedule and its recommendations 
and condemnations are only ad- 
visory. Ford says that whenever 
possible he tries to meet the de- 
sires of the council and frequently 
submits proposals to it before act- 


ing.

In some ways, the Oak Ridgers 
live in a “police state.” Indeed, in 
many ways the town reminded 
this writer of his trips in the 
Soviet Union—barrack-like dormi- 
tories and above all the identifica- 
tion cards and passes necessary 
to get into the plants and labor- 
atories, But Oak Ridgers seem 
to have no compelling desire to

residents be willing to pay $250 
to $300 a family for the privilege 
of selecting their own town and 
school officials? The average an- 
nual wage or salary income per 
employe at the AEC plants and 
laboratories is $3400.

With the average age of resi- 
dents around 35, Oak Ridge is one 
of the most prolific towns in the 
world. By using a normal average 
of 3.5 persons per family, the 
35,000 residents would constitute

$5,000,000 annual city government 
costs, each family would pay aver- 
age local taxes of $250 a year. 
With a large crop of children 
coming of school age, the addi- 
tional cost for education would 
have to be paid by the local citi- 
zens. 

Com ve School Costs. 

At present the average cost to 
the Federal Government for each 
school child in Oak Ridge is $301 
a year; in surrounding Anderson 
County, the state and county 
spend only $200 per child. That 
is a specific reason why the Oak 
Ridgers want to keep the fed- 
eral subsidies. 

' Living costs in Oak Ridge are 
low by national standards. Homes 
rent from $20 a month for a 
single-bedroom temporary “flat- 
top,” a fiber board temporary 


ernment. 
Selection of Site. 

The site of the Oak Ridge area 
was chosen because (1) it had to 
be isolated from large centers of 
population; (2) it had to be large 
enough to accommodate several 
huge plants in flat building areas 
separated by natural barriers, 
with dependable electric power in 
great quantities; (3) it had to be 
near a large body of water, and 
(4) it had to be accessible by rail 
and motor transport. About 3000 
persons were moved out of the 
ridges and valleys when the Gov- 
ernment took over. 

Those who live there now have 
become accustomed to the direc- 
tion and compensatory favors of 
strict Government control in war- 
time. They are part of an opera- 
tion of increasing efficiency. 

Something of that increased ef- 
ficiency can be calculated from 
the reduction in operation per- 
sonnel. The peak operating force 
in the gaseous diffusion plant 
was 12,000; today it is around 4600 
and production is a “great deal 
larger” than during peak employ- 
ment. That would indicate the 
productivity per man had in- 
creased more than three-fold.

The Weird Pioneer Decision 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is much justifiable confusion 
of the press and the public over the 
weird judgment of the Circuit Court of 
the City of St. Louis in ordering South- 
western Bell to restore full service to 
the Pioneer News Service and thereby 
permit the continuation of an unlawful 
enterprise. 

This action by our Circuit Court is a 
perversion of the administration of jus- 
tice and another blot upon the records 
of our Circuit Court. 

It is not intended by our system of 
jurisprudence that the judge should be 
an automaton whose decisions are 
manipulated by the operation of techni- 
cal legal pedals or the touch of wired 
buttons. 

It is, on the contrary, to be expected 
that the law should be administered by 
alert and intelligent judges whose sole 
function is to administer justice in the 
public interest. 

There were sufficient facts in the rec- 
ord of the Pioneer News Service case 
to require a faithful judge to determine 
the use which the telephones would 
serve. He should have inquired if the 
telephones were to be used in a legiti- 
mate and lawful enterprise or whether 
the use was unlawful and in the fur- 
therance of intended illegal acts. 

In this specific instance, there could 
have been no doubt that upo y con- 
scientious attempt on the part of the 
judge, it would have been disclosed that 
the Pioneer News Service intended to 
use the telephones in an unlawful enter- 
prise. Once that determination was 
made and at that instant, the court 
should have denied the Pioneer News 
Service any relief in a court of equity. 

It is an axiom of our practice that he 
who comes into a court of equity must 
come with clean hands. Translated into 
the terms of the suit of the Pioneer 
News Service, this means that once the 
unlawful nature of the proposed use 
of the telephones was disclosed, the 
cause would be dismissed without rem- 
edy afforded by the court. 

It was to remove the influence of the 
unseen hand of the politician or gang- 
ster in the manipulation of judges that 
we enacted the so-called non-partisan 
court plan for the selection of judicial 
officers. There are many who may be- 
lieve that while we removed our courts 
from politics, there are many regretta- 
ble indications that politics has not been 
taken out of all of the judges all of the 
time.

Bibles and Cigarette Papers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


‘The Swedish newspaper __ service, 
“Skandinaviska ‘Telegrambyran,” that 
has now gone out of existence, sent an 
item to the Svenska Dagbladet which 
appeared Nov. 26, 1948, as follows: 

Three and a half million Bibles 

‘have since the war been sent from 

‘the United States to Japan. The 

demand has been increasing steadily, 

but a thorough investigation has 
shown that this is not so much due 
to a heightened interest in Chris- 
tianity as, instead, to the fact that 
the greater part of the Bibles are 
being used by the Japanese for 
cigarette paper. Japanese retailers 
overcharge six times for the Bibles 
because the thin paper in the Bibles 
proves to be considerably cheaper 
than the high-priced cigarette paper 

‘on the black market. s 

‘This item, in a revised form, was later 
issued by the North American News- 
paper Alliance. 

‘I have received from the Svenska 
Dagbladet a statement of regret that 
this has been published. It is appearing, 
as a sensational story, in papers in the 
United States to the damage of the 
work of the American Bible Society 
which has been, since the war, the prin- 
cipal agency in assisting the Japanese 
people to secure the Christian Scrip- 
tures. 

The facts of the matter are as fol- 
lows: First, the plea for large ship- 
ments of Scriptures for Japan came, 
not from Japan societies of “high- 
sounding names,” unfamiliar to mission- 
aries, but from the office of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, and has been emphasized, as 
fallows, by him in a cablegram to the 
American Bible Society: 

- Contribution of American Bible 

Society inestimable value to spir- 

itual rehabilitation of Japan and is 

appreciated deeply. Demand for 

Bibles, Testaments and Gospels is 

‘insatiable. 

‘In the second place, three and a half 
million Japanese Bibles actually do not 
exist and never have existed. Scriptures 
for Japan which have been supplied 
since the war and which have been sup- 
plied in response to Gen. MacArthur's 
appeal, consist of 140,000 Bibles, 1,665,000 
New Testaments and 672,000 Gospels 
and other portions.

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Saga of the Skies 

Lt. Blain Herren, who grew up among the 
cornfields of Iowa, piloted his plane to a land- 
ing at Berlin’s vast Tempelhof airdrome. The 
young American did not know it, but his cargo 
of coal was the last plane in a special 24-hour 
test of airlift capacity. 

As the young flyer from the Middle West 
climbed out of his C-54, the record keepers were 
totaling up the figures for Maj. Gen. James 
Hodges, United States Air Force chief in Berlin. 
Here is the way they read: 

Flights for the 24 hours— — 1398 
Flights for the week — — — 5885 
Tons for the 24 hours—- — — 12,940.9 
Tons for the week— — — — 54,734.0 

Statistics are cold, dull things and yet these 
quickly come alive and take on meaning in 
terms of food for children and fuel to warm 
thin, old bodies. That 24-hour cargo load of 
12,940 tons from the American and British zones 
to Berlin’s three western sector airports was the 
same as 22 trains of 50 ears each. 

The inscrutable men in the Kremlin would 
not let the supplies go through on the railroads 
between the western zones and Berlin, so the 
American and British pilots took 1100 railroad 
cars through the air. After a year the air bridge 
was not only arching above the Iron Curtain, 
but setting new goals. 

It was not a pilots’ performance alone by any 
means. The ground crews, the maintenance men, 
the loaders and unloaders all had full shares 
in the records that came with the Easter week- 
end. When 200 planes are kept in flight on the 
Weisbaden-Fassberg-Berlin circuit, the men on 
the ground are doing as much as those in the 
skies. 

The Air Force has every right to be proud of 
this performance as, indeed, so have the Ameri- 
can people. It is proof that the United States 
is not going to be bluffed out of Berlin. Our 
commitment to a conquered foe stands. Our re- 
‘sponsibility is not in the least withdrawn. 

No wonder that the Russians are seeking a 
face-saving way out of the awkward position in 
which they have put themselves. The blockade 
was meant to be an embarrassment to the West- 
ern Allies; it is now growing into an embar- 
rassment for the Soviet Union. The blockade 
has put England, France and the United States 
to an additional financial cost, but it has not 
kept food and fuel and machinery out of the 
democratic sectors of Berlin. 

At the same time, it has provided the West- 
ern Allies with a peacetime reason for keeping 
their flying forces in constant trim. Unwitting- 
ly, the Russians have not only exposed them- 
selves psychologically before Europe, they have 
also provided a training exercise that comes close 
to approximating the conditions of war. 

The air lift is a demonstration to the world 
of how democratic peoples keep the faith. 
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Woman of the Year 


For the first time, the Women’s National Press 
Club has designated a “woman of the year.” Or- 
dinarily, such titles draw little attention beyond 
a jaundiced glance and a sour word about the 
promotions of press agents. This case, however, 
is different. It is especially different because 
the title has been applied to Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

Since her husband’s untimely death, Eleanor 
Roosevelt has quietly shown that in her own 
right she is one of the outstanding citizens of 
the nation and of the world. She has main- 
tained an active, intelligent, constructive interest 
in public affairs. As chairman of the United 
Nations Commission on Human Rights, she has 
shown herself .to be hard-headed in a field where 
idealism often outruns good judgment. In the 
cold war—of which the UN is the chief battle- 
field—Mrs. Roosevelt has shown hefself an able 
soldier, a good match for the Vishinskys and 
the Gromykos. She has won the warm admira- 
tion of Senator Vandenberg, Gen. Marshall and 
all who have observed her at work. 

But her chief glory perhaps is the fine exam- 
ple she has set for American women. She has 
convinced thousands of women that they need 
to take an active interest in public affairs, and 
that they can do so without sacrificing one whit 
of charm.

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“The White Rose”’ 


The American Military Government has just 
issued a warning against an alleged resistance 
organization, called the German Legion, which 
is distributing anti-Communist leaflets in the 
Red zone. It is believed to be a trap for those 
who might be tempted to take a hand in under- 
mining Russian authority. The distribution, 
however, calls to mind a series of anti-Hitler 
broadsides published in 1942 under the title of 
“The White Rose.” They constitute one of the 


thrilling incidents in man’s long campaign 


against tyranny. 

“The White. Rose” was launched by two 
Munich University students, Hans and Sophie 
Scholl. For it, they and another student, Chris- 
topher Probst, lost their heads under the Nazi 
guillotine in February, 1943. Just-how many 
others,had a hand in it was not established even 


‘by the late Ricarda Huch. But she did write 


the story of the Scholls before death interrupted 
her plan to compile a history of the neglected 
German underground. 

The first issue of ‘“‘The White Rose” was an 
impassioned appeal for passive resistance and 
the sabotaging of the war effort. The fourth is- 
sue contained a classic denunciation of Hitler: 
“Every word that comes out of his mouth is a 
lie; when he talks of peace, he means war; 
when he sacrilegiously names the Almighty, he 
means the power of evil, the fallen angel, Satan; 
his mouth is the yawning abyss of hell... .” 

Hans Scholl was called for rather brief serv- 
ice on the Russian front. Back in Munich in 
the fall of 1942, he again became the leading 
spirit of “The White Rose.” Now his arguments 
were less mystical and more realistic. The Ger- 
man people had better repudiate Hitler if they 
were to escape his fate..“‘Down with Hitler!” and 
“Freedom Forever!” placards were appearing 
around the university. The Scholls worked to 
enlarge the circulation of “The White Rose” in 
other cities. 

Then, on Feb. 18, 1943, after they had dis- 
tributed copies of yet another edition in the 
university lecture halls, they were arrested by 
the Gestapo. Probst also was apprehended. As 
in the suppression of other resistance efforts, 
the Nazis decided to do a bloody but unpub- 
licized job. The three were convicted of high 
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‘treason. They were executed within three 


hours.. 

There is no space here for samplings of “The 
White Rose’s” eloquence. But the bare skeleton 
of its story is enough to sweep aside calculating 
cynicism, and to quicken respect for conviction, 
conscience and courage. 
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Invitation From the Swiss 


The good-hearted Swiss have issued a call to 
the nations of the world that is as pathetic as an 
invitation could be. They want representatives 
of 69 countries, including the United States and 
Russia,eto meet at the International Red Cross 
headquarters and agree to provide security zones 
for children and aged in event of an atomic war. 

The Swiss make the point that previous Ge- 
neva conventions have established rights of com- 
batants, the wounded and the sick in campaigns, 
They propose a new convention to protect civil- 
ians and recall that such a conference was called 
for in the spring of 1940, by which time Europe 
was again at war. 

That the Geneva conventions of 1864, 1906 and 
1929 did do something to remind nations of 
their obligation to be humane even in war is not 
to be questioned. To dismiss the “laws of war” 
as sO many meaningless words on paper would 
be to ignore agreements which have saved many 
lives and have made the lot of thousands of 
prisoners easier. 

But would it not be folly to hope for applica- 
tion of past efforts at humanity in the event of 
total war in the atomic age? Land warfare had 
at least somewhat of a chance to conduct itself 
as between armed forces of combatants. . Aerial 
war can be no respercter of age, sex or state of 
health. The Nazi blitz killed children and their 
grandparents in London air raid shelters; before 
that the bombers of Fascist Italy blotted out the 
lives of civilians in Madrid, Barcelona, and other 
Spanish cities. American and British bombing 
leveled German cities. 

The Swiss intent is the best, but it is sheer 
idealism in a tough, hard age. Should there be 
an atomic war, the aim of each participant would 
be to win as soon’as possible. His methods 
would have little care for the safety of the 
young and the aged of his enemy. He would 
have neither time nor much disposition to lay 
out and observe safety zones. 

There is only one sure way to save women and 
children and aged from war from the sky. That 
is not to have a war. 
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What Kind of Germany? 


Because of the extremes in the Allied atti- 
tudes, the new Germany is going to be a rather 
peculiar nation state. There is, on the one side, 
the French fear which probably could be come 


- pletely quieted only by giving the Germans no 


measure of independence at all. At the other 
extreme, there is the desire to build Germany into 
a stout bastion against Russia. That, of course, 
is a temptation to let bygones be bygones and 
to bring a strong military establishment into be- 
ing once more. 

Of necessity, the Allies have avoided both ex- 
tremes in the restrictions they belatedly placed 
on the constitution-drafters in Bonn. Rearma- 
ment, naturally, is forbidden. Foreign affairs 
are to be conducted for the Germans and not by 
them. But what now threatens a collapse of the 
whole effort to set up a Western German na- 
tion is the fact that almost all financial powers 
are to be left to its component Laender or states. 
This means that a large state like Bavaria—or 
perhaps a combination of two or three of the 
larger states—will have an almost dictatorial 
power over the central government. 

The Christian Democrats, one of the two 
major German political parties, are willing to go 
along with this arrangement. Because they run 
the show in Bavaria, they may well feel they 
would be able to control the new Germany. The 
Socialists, the other major party, however, are 
dead set against this scheme, and they are 
threatening to campaign against ratification of 
the new constitution. 

If Germany were not a defeated nation slow- 
ly working its way back into the international 
family, it would be easy to condemn this denial 
of purse power to the central government. Our 
own experience with the Articles of Confedera- 
tion would stand as a warning against the futil- 
ity of a national government with less power 
than its component states. Even considering 
Germany’s special condition, this arrangement 
may be over-cautious. Even if the Bonn consti- 
tution is not rejected, it may become the basis 
of a government too weak to fulfill Allied ex- 
pectations.

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East-West Trade Reconsidered 


How Russian truculence makes a normal 
world impossible is shown by renewed question- 
ing in Great Britain of the wisdom of trading 
with Eastern Europe. Britain needs foodstuffs 
and a market for manufactured goods. Russia 
and the countries under Russian control offer 
both. So it seems obvious that East-West trade 
should make sense. Indeed, the Marshall plan 
is to some extent predicated on such trade. Yet 
the Manchester Guardian, a paper not addicted 
to visions of Red witches, is wondering whether 
the gains are worth the risks. 

Britain does get from Russia wheat, meat 
and timber which otherwise would have to be 
purchased in the United States or Canada with 
precious dollars. But does this not contribute 
to American farm surpluses which hurt the 
American economy? | 

Furthermore, the Eastern Europeans are 
spending even more for rubber, wool, tin, dye- 
stuffs and the like than for machinery. Some 
of these commodities can be shipped into East- 
ern Germany to weaken the Allied counter- 
blockade. Quantities may be stockpiled for fu- 
ture military use. And does not the export of 
machinery hasten the realization of the Come- 
munist dream of an Eastern bloc, industrially 
and economically independent of the West? 

Perhaps the sources of the Guardian’s con- 
cern are not all political. Manchester myst 
still sigh for the good old days when Britain 
exported only textiles and other finished goods, 
instead of the machines to make those very 
goods. In the long run, the spread of indus- 
trialization must increase production and raise 
living standards everywhere. But it does in- 
volve difficult readjustments. These can be 
best worked out in a peaceful, co-operative 
world. But the present Russian attitude makes 
such a world a dim dream rather than a work- 
ing reality. 

Immediate economie..compulsions. probably 
will induce Britain and other Western nations 
to continue trading with the East. But long- 
range worries will take much of the satisfac- 
tion out of profits thus earned. 
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The “‘Fee-dom” of the Press

“There sits a fourth estate more impor- 
tant than the other three,” thundered Ed- 
mund Burke in the British Parliament 
back in the days when oratory was in 
flower; and the lords spiritual, the lords 
temporal, and the commons agreed. 


They called the press the safeguard of 
the people’s liberties. The people trusted 
and admired the newspapers. 

But that was back in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when the 13 American colonies were 
fighting for independence. Today the news- 
papers of America do not hold the trust 
they once held. The people do not trust 
them as they once did because many news- 
papers have forfeited the people’s trust. 

This is unfortunate because the honest, 
trustworthy newspapers lose some prestige 
because of the actions of a few editors. 

The latest example comes in a story in 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch story said that editors 
and publishers of at least 32 Illinois news- 
papers were carried on the state peyroll 
during the administration of Gov. Dwight 
H. Green, collecting more than $300,000 in 
salaries. : 

A few of the payrollers actually worked 
regularly at the State House but the chief 
function of many of the others was to print 


canned editorials and news stories praising 
the Republican Administration. 

Oh, it was a “gravy train” all right! 
Dwight Green’s shameless administration 
made it profitable for the editors to prosti- 
tute their newspaper columns. Most of the 
newspapers were weeklies, but one co- 
publisher of a daily was listed as having 
received $41,281, a fat expense account and 
a state-owned Buick—as “investigator for 
the Auditor.” 

Investigators, oil inspectors, auditors, 
clerks, messengers ,,. they all had titles, 
but your title and your salary depended 
upon the size and influence of your paper. 
The editor of one little two-by-four weekly 
had the illustrious title of “laborer,” and 
all he got was $850. 

The wastebaskets at the Carmi Demo- 
crat-Tribune office are at least four fect 
high and they are large enough to hold at 
least 50 gallons of slop. We use them for 
that purpose. 

We can smell a politician’s publicity re- 
lease as far away as you Can smell a bucket 
of soured pig slop. 

We save our news and editorial columns 
for news and honest opinions because we 
know our readers are intelligent, and we 
don’t intend to insult their intelligence. 


Test of Philosophies 


From the Providence Evening Journal 


When Moscow recently announced for- 
malization of an Eastern economic bloc 
oriented around the Kremlin, it was-.gen- 
erally regarded as a move designed to op- 
pose the Marshall plan efforts of this coun- 
try in Europe. There is now some evi- 
dence, however, that it may have another 
objective concerned more with making 
profitable use of ERP dollars than with 
shutting them out of the Soviet sphere al- 
together. 

Austria recently announced the conclu- 
sion of a barter agreement with Commu- 
nist-dominated Hungary,, whereby Ameri- 
can cotton furnished to Austria under ERP 
will be traded for Hungarian grains. Sim- 
iliar agreements are pending between Aus- 
tria and Poland and Romania. This indi- 
cates that the Soviet satellites have ap- 
parently accepted the fact that their econ- 
omies cannot function. efficiently without 
certain goods and equipment available at 
this time only from America. In imple- 
menting this viewpoint by trading with 
ERP-financed Austria, they are undoubt- 
edly acting with the: full knowledge of the 
Kremlin. | 

From our viewpoint, this development is 
all to the good. One of the acknowledged 


long-range goals of ERP is to restore East- 
West trade relationships in Europe. The 
American theory is that Communism’s days 
will be numbered in Europe if some de- 
gree of prosperity can be restored to both 
East and West, and resumption of intra- 
continental trade is an important step 
toward that goal. 

Russia, of course, has no such idea in 
mind. The Kremlin may feel that the satel- 
lite sphere can enter into limited trade re- 
lationships with the West in order to bring 
in many of the goods necessary to the in- 
dustrialization of this generally backward 
region. Then, when the wheels begin to 
hum behind the Iron Curtain and importa- 
tions from America are no longer so nec- 
essary, the contacts can be abandoned 
once again and the Kremlin can proceed 
with its efforts to disorganize the Western 
economic and political structure and pave 
the way for extension of Russian power. 

So we view the same operation with far 
different hopes for its long-range results. 
It is a test in action of the validity of two 
opposing philosophies as applied to a set 
of economic circumstances. There aren’t 
any odds posted, but our money is on the 
democratic entry. 


Self-Defeating Economy 


From the Washington Post 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is pleading for additions to his staff that 
would enable him to make a fuller check 
of revenue returns. He told a Senate appro- 
priations subcommittee that his bureau is 
so short-handed that only a fourth of the 
individual short-form income tax returns 
can be checked to see whether additions 
and subtractions are correct. And out of 
total tax returns exceeding 88,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 1948 nearly 80,000,000 were ac- 
cepted as filed. 

Money expended for payment of the ad- 
ditional number of employes required to do 
a more effective checking job would be a 
profitable investment for the Government. 
For undoubtedly tRe enlarged staff would 
discover mistakes, deliberate and unwitting, 
that would bring in millions of dollars of 
revenue now lost to the Treasury. 

One of the stupidest, most self-defeating 
forms of economy imaginable is the at- 
tempt to save money by denying the Bu-

reau of Internal Revenue funds needed to 
track down tax evaders and to ‘correct 
errors. The honest taxpayer, too, who 
sometimes overpays, would have a better 


chance of getting the refund to which he 


is entitled if an adequate system of check- 
ing for errors were made possible,

The Polls vs. the Public 


THE POLLSTERS: PUBLIC OPINION, POLITICS AND 
DEMOCRATIC LEADERSHIP, by Lindsay Rogers. 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 239 pgs., $2.75.) 

Whether or not the gentlemen who pro- 
fess to take public opinion polls had gotten 
a licking along with Gov. Dewey last Nov. 
2, they would have had this lamming from 
one of the country’s ablest students of 
politics. Lindsay Rogers had his denun- 
ciation of them and their methods and 


their wares completed before they were .. 


shown up as‘so horribly wrong. Indeed, he 
expresses his regret, in a preface, that his 
criticism of the pollsters “comes at a time 
when they are hiding. their heads in 
shame.” 
Anti-Pollster Rogers, who is professor of 
public law at Columbia University, thinks - 
that not only are the 
polls quackery, but 


that they are bad in — 


themselves... Pointing 
out that the Gallups, 
Ropers and Crossleys 
have never agreed on 
a definition of “pub- 
lic opinion,” he as- 
serts that they obvi- 
ously are in no posi- 
tion to measure it. 

Though they have 
set themselves up as 
an extra - special 
priestcraft in politics 
and living and think- 
ing generally, they 
have in reality, so this free-swinging pro- 
fessor says, been following a “will-o’-the- 
wisp.” In the end he hands them this hay- 
maker: 

“They have been taking in each other's 
washing, and have been using statistics in 
terms of the Frenchman’s definition: A 
means of being precise about matters of 
which you will remain ignorant.” 

The Rogers case against the polls is a 
great deal more than any question of ac- 
curacy. He believes seriously that they 
are a threat to our free government in 
which opinion takes form through normal 
channels and brings itself to bear by the 
democratic process. He finds that the 
polls have had harmful effects on members 
of Congress and state legislators, on the - 
public generally and on newspapers. | 

+ * . 

A genuine pleasure of the book is the 
spirit and wit with which Rogers writes, 
This comes out gloriously in his exposure 
of the cant of the polling gentry. One 
of the more scholarly of the select, Stuart 
Dodd, set up “a barometer of international 
security,” and from it Rogers quotes this 
marvelous paragraph: 

“The barometer would measure the 
force of public opinion and the area in 
which it operates, thus extending the con- | 
ception of ‘pressure’ from physics to 
psychology. In this operational definition 
of pressure as force times area, ‘force’ in 
turn is defined as the arithmetic product 
of the acceleration of change of an index 
of public opinion times the population mass 
thus changed. Thus these psychological 
forces and pressures become measurable.” 


To that Lindsay Rogers adds merely 
this: “If the reader cannot follow this, I 
am sorry, but I am unable to help him.” 

The “claims and pretensions” of the 
poliscers are found to refute one another, 
Thus, the Columbia professor thinks it une 
likely that 26 per cent of the people or 
29,700,000 would identify “Hazel” with the 
Saturday Evening Post, as S.E.P.-Gallup 
advertisements asserted, when four out of

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP)—Sir 
Bernard Pares, historian, scholar 
authority on Russia, died yes- 
terday. He was 82 years old. 

Regarded as one of the best-in- 
formed non-Communist students 


— ‘ of Soviet Russia, Pares tried all 
= | his life to premote understanding - 
mi of Russia in England and Amer | 


ica. 

An anti-Red after the Commu- 
nist victory in the Russian revolu- 
tion, he was barred from the 
U.S.S.R. for many years. In 1936 
he revisited Russia and 
cluded that Russia was not at that ° 
time trying to create a world 
revolution. 

He was educated at Harrow and 
Cambridge University and entered 
the government service in 1903. . 
He was attached to the Russian 
Army from 1914 to 1917 and, after 
the Kerensky revolution, to the 
British Embassy in Petrograd 
(Leningrad). In the '30s he was 
political agent to the Maharaja 
of Benares, in India. 

He was the author of numerous 
books on Russia, including “His- 
tory of Russia,” “The Fall of the 
Russian Monarchy,” and most re- 
cently, “Russia and the Peace.” 
He was also an editor of the 
Slavonic Review. 

Pares, a native of England, was 
knighted there. He came to the 
United States during the recent 
war to lecture and write. He was 
a lecturer at the New School of 
Social Research and at Sarah 
Lawrence College. 

He was survived by his wife, 
three sons, Prof, Richard Pares 
of the history department of 
Edinburgh University; Peter Pares 
of the British Foreign Office and 
Major Andrew Pares, and two 
daughters. 


On a visit to St. Louis in Jan- ~ 
uary 1944, Pares addressed a stu- 
dent gathering at Washington 
University and made a talk on 
radio station KSD. In an inter- 
view with Carlos Hurd of the 
Post-Dispatch staff he advocated 
adoption of the so-called Curzon 
line as Russia’s boundary with 
Poland.

The Maple Leafs made National 
Hockey League history last Sat- 
urday night when they won the 
1948-49 Stanley Cup by defeating 
the Detroit Red Wings 3 to 1 at 
Maple Leaf Gardens.

Vincial authorities reported today 


that 16 persons were killed yester- 
day in the main clash of bloody 
Political rioting in Colombia. ll 
sources argreed that the army had 
succeeded in restoring order. 

The officia) figure on fatalities 
was 16, with 14 Conservatives, one 
Liberal and one soldier dead. 
However, Bogota newspapers con- 
tinued to report the dead at 30 
to 40, the number which had been 
estimated unofficially in the main 
fight between soldiers and some 
200 armed civilians. 

The rioting followed termination 
of a truce that barred political 
disorders between April 8 and 
April 17. 

The truce was decreed by Presi- 
dent Mariano Ospina Perez to 
prevent demonstrations on or 
about the first anniversary of the 
assassination of left-wfmg Liberal 
leader Jorge Eliecer Gaitan who 
was killed on April 9 last year 
by a youth who was lynched on 
the spot. 

The main fight between soldiers 
and the mob occurred in the out- 
skirts of Chita village in Boyaca 
province, a few miles north of 
here. The village had been sacked 
by raiders before the army in- 
tervened. 

When troops appeared, the 
rioters fought them Indian-fashion 
from behind trees and bushes, and 
soldiers had to hunt them down 
individually before the battle 
ended. 

The President, on a holiday visit 
to the mountain city of Medellin, 
ordered the War Ministry by tele- 
graph to “make an example” of 
the rioters. 

In addition to Chita, Copaca- 
bana, Berrio, Pamplona, Salazar 


and other towns were involved in 
the clashes between the Conserva- 
tives and Liberals. 

In Salazar, a group invaded a 
church and put on an anti-religion 
demonstration, forcing the parish 
priest to halt the service and close 
the church.

Brannan’s plan differs basic- 
ally from the proposal of Sen- 
ator Aiken calling for flexible 
support prices at 60, 72 and 90 
per cent of parity. Under the 
Aiken plan, the higher produc- 
tion got above a _ calculated 
“normal,” the lower would be 
the support price. Under Bran- 
nan’s proposal, the support price 
is fixed, but the Department of 
Agriculture would set produc- 
tion and marketing quotas. Only 
farmers who went along with 
the crop goals would be entitled 
to benefits—either through loans 
or direct payments. 


Perishable products would not 
be supported directly, Farmers 
would sell meats, fresh vegetables, 
etc, at market. If they receive 
less than the minimum prices, the 
Department of Agriculture would 
make up the difference. 

The plan would be supported by 
general taxes. If effective, it 
would tie in rural income with 
urban income so that city dwellers 
would not gain at the expense of 
farmers — and presumably vice 
versa. If the cost of living drops, 
support prices would drop. If 
the cost of living rises, support 
prices would rise. 


The plan is an experiment. Con- 
gress undoubtedly will revamp it. 
But it serves as a beginning—as 
something to work on. And out 
of it, some law will emerge. In 
this age of economic interrelation, 
it is no longer feasible to permit 
6,000,000 farmers to overproduce 
themselves and the nation into de- 
pression. They need guides—sug- 
gestions—as to production and 
consumption possibilities.

Among the surpris- 
ingly small band of 23 faithful 
mustered by Taft, there appeared 
George, Byrd, Russell of Georgia, 
Ellender of Louisiana, Holland of 
Florida, Johnson of South Caro- 
lina and McClelland of Arkansas. 
Perhaps the clue to the pres- 
ence on Taft’s side of this ma- 
jority of the more right-wing 
Southerners can be found in the 
absence of one of their closest 
collaborators. Senator James O. 
Eastland of Mississippi certainly 
deserves to rank, in sheer vio- 
lence of reaction and obstinacy of 
obscurantism, with the most ex- 
treme Dixiecrats, but Mississippi 
is the last southern state that 
preserves predominantly planter 
economy. The Cotton Council op- 
posed the Taft amendment, and 
so did Eastland. 

By contrast, the other Southern- 
ers above listed come from states 
where the political oligarchy has 
been more or less heavily infiltra- 
ted by large business and large in- 
dustry. Moreover, the South is one 
of the two strongholds of the most 
reactionary element in the Amer- 
ican business world—the other, of 
course, is in certain areas of the 
mid-west. And what has caused 
the sudden switch-over of the 
right-wing Southerners to the 
new isolationism is extremely 
simple and obvious. 

They talk about “preserving the 
soundness of the American econ- 
omy.” But what they frankly 
mean is that they do not wish to 
raise taxes in order to pay for 
American security in this troubled 
world, or for any other purpose. 

Test of Truman Leadership. 

Very roughly speaking, the im- 
portance of the right-wing South- 
erners’s defection to _  isolation- 
ism will be determined kty the 
President’s leadership. If the 
President’s policy is not sabotaged 
by those men around him who 
think like the Southerners, and 
if the President rouses the coun- 
try to a sense of the world emer- 
gency, many moderate Repub- 
licans will follow Senator Van- 
denberg, rather than Senator 
Taft, as on the Taft amendment. 

The desertion of the Southern- 
ers can thus be counter-balanced. 
But since no one in his senses 
enjoys paying or voting for new 
taxes, the need must be brought 
home with great clarity and force.

ANY a Little Woman shies 
M away from an entire baked 

ham, as too large for her fam- 
ily, and, besides, she never knows 
what to do with it after the first 
day. The truth of the matter is 
that a ham, properly handled, is 
an economical household invest- 
ment. It keeps well and the 
dishes that can be made from it 
come under the head of fine food. 
Many a hearty eater merely wades 
through the original baked ham, 
with his eye on what is to come 
later. 

For instance: 

Cut slices as needed. Put them 
in a baking pan and cover with a 
mixture of two tablespoons of 
vinegar, two teaspoons of mustard 
stirred into a cup of maple sirup. 
Put the lid on and put into the 
oven and bake until the sauce is 
a blended and all is hot. — 

r: 
Cut thin slices from the ham. 
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Take some fine bread crumbs and | 


make a paste with English mus- 
tard. Spread the paste on the 
ham slices, both sides. Arrange in 
a baking dish, letting the slices 
overlap each other a bit. Mix two 
cups of cooked rice with a table- 
spoon, of finely chopped pimento, 
a tablespoon of chopped green 
pepper, a tablespoon of onion 
cooked in a little butter and a 
chopped canned tomato. Moisten 
with a little stock, season with 
salt and pepper and arrange in a 
border around the ham. Dot all 
with small pieces of butter and 
put the works under the broiler 
to brown. Not too strong on the 
broiler. Moderate will do the job 
just about right. 

Another, and mighty fine, ham 
slice dish involves sweet potatoes 
and pineapple. 7 

Like this: 

Place a thick slice of ham in a 
pan. Sprinkle it with a little

boiled sweet potatoes lengthwise, 
dip in melted fat and arrange 
around the meat. Pour in a gen- 
erous amount of pineapple juice. 
Put the works in a slow oven 
and let it go until all well heated 
and the sauce is bubbling. 


Those dishes could hardly be 
called leftovers, a name _ that 
seems to discourage many cooks. 
They can be done with a freshly 
cut piece of ham right from the 
shop. However, there are numer- 
ous dishes, made from true left- 


overs, pieces of baked or boiled 
ham and they, too, are really 
something in their own right. 

One of the best goés like this: 

Have a cup of good broth (al- 
most any kind will do) and in 
it cook a cup of finely chopped 
green pepper for five or six min- 
utes. Add this mixture to two 
cups of boiled rice, two cups of 
canned tomato, a teaspoon of 
grated onion. Bring this to a 
boil and then add a cup of diced 
left-over ham.

Now there is a little trick to 
cooking this dish, in which all 
Italian chefs are expert. It should 
be a little moist, but not watery. 
If it is too wet, cook it down a 
little. Season with a dash of 
Worcestershire, salt, pepper and 
paprika. Dish it up with a dash 
of butter to each serving. Won- 
derful. 

Here’s a Sunday morning break- 
fast dish worth knowing: 


Hardboil eight eggs. Cut in half 
lengthwise. Remove the yolks and 
mash and mix them with a fourth 
of a cup of melted butter, one half 
a cup of chopped cooked ham, a 
pinch of dry mustard, a table- 
spoon of grated onion, a dash of 
Worcestershire sauce. If too dry, 
add a little more butter. Stuff the 
egg whites, building the tops into 
a good mound. Put them in a 
baking dish. Make a gauce out 
of: a cup of hot milk, three-fourths 
of a cup of cream and three table- 
spoons of butter, worked into four 
tablespoons of flour, Cook until 
it is smooth and begins to thicken. 
Pour over the eggs. Season all 
with salt and pepper. Grate some 
of your favorite cheese over the 
top and bake for a half an hour. 


Cube three fourths of a pound 
of cooked ham. Peel and slice six 
or seven potatoes. Heat two cups 
of milk to the boiling point. Add 
ham and potatoes, a little salt and 
pepper. Bring to boil again and 
turn into a greased baking dish. 
Put in the oven for 45 minutes.

Any man or woman who 
can take one or two drinks and 
stop, even if occasionally he 
drinks more than is good for him, 
is not an alcoholic—any more than 
the person who drinks regularly 
and steadily, but moderately. The 
distinguishing mark of an alco- 
holic is that, once he takes a 
drink, he cannot stop until he is 
too drunk to drink any more.

This disease is somewhat like 
anly other allergy. A diabetic can- 
not eat certain things. An alco- 
holic is poisoned by alcohol. He 
knows it, and yet he can do 
nothing about it. Nobody thinks 
of urging on a diabetic the food 
he should not eat. Yet many of 
his friends will urge just one 
drink on an alcoholic, when just 
one drink is his undoing. 

This national committee feels 
that Alcoholics Anonymous has 
done a wonderful piece of work, 
but that they cannot do the job 
alone. Too many people must be 
reached, and so the national com- 
mittee is establishing clinics from 
coast to coast to educate the aver- 
age citizen in the real nature and 
treatment of this disease.

“To me that’s grown so free 
from care, since my heart 
broke.” 

Those are brave words but they 
are not original. No field was 
ever worth shucks until it was 
broken by the plow. No life ever 
grew a richer crop until it had 
been sown to seed. 

Only those who have known 
true suffering and loss can under- 
stand the meaning of Edna St. 
Vincent Millay’s verses. Only 
those whose hearts have been 
broken can bear a golden crop. 

We are as deep as the share 
that plowed us. We are as rich 
as the experience that molded us, 

We are not born ready made. 
It takes a long time to make a 
person. Terror and tribulation, 
blood and pain and tears—all 
these must happen to you before 
you are really grown.

THAT WORD “CHAFE”—Not 
to “CHAP” but to “heat!” 


66 O rub her temples and to 
chafe her skin.” In this 
line. the Elizabethan poet 

Edmund Spenser did not allude to 

milady chapping her skin, as per- 

sons do today, correctly or not. 

A chapped skin is a split or 
cracked skin, and in its familiar 
usage the term applies most often 
to skin cracked by exposure to 
cold, as “chapped lips.” This is 
all according to Hoyle, for “to 
chap” is an old word meaning to 
slit, to cut in chinks, as in 
Blackmore’s: 

“Crack the dry hill and chap 
the russet plain.” 

Milady’s complexion came into 
this early, for the Elizabethan 
Lyly alludes to the winter’s blast 
that would “chap her fair face.” 
But lest we lose sight of the es- 
sential meaning of “to cut” or “to 
slit,” the Scotch used the word 
in the sense of “to strike” or “to 
beat.” 

Now, to “chafe” is another word 
entirely. It is from the Old Eng- 
lish “chaufen,” to warm. This 
derivation is from the same Latin 
root which produced “chafer” as 
the name of a warming dish. Thus 
something chafed may be in- 
flamed by friction—the literal chaf- 
ing as well as the: metaphor for 
vexation or irritation. A chafed 
skin might be a cracked skin, but 
correctly this would be by way 
of being warmed—not cracked by 
cold, as the chapped skin.

There was a chance, of 
course, that West’s club lead was 
a singleton, but East decided that 
it Was much more apt to be the 
top of a doubleton. (For one 
thing, West probably would have 
OPENED a singleton.) If East 
put up the club ace he would 
never get in again, and there 
might be a vital need for further 
club plays. So East put in the ten. 

If South, after taking the trick, 
had given due consideration to 
East’s “huddle,” he might have 
seen the danger that was brewing 
and guarded against it.

AVE ‘you ever noticed how a 
H delicious new kind of bread 

will get attention in family 
meals, or at party luncheons or 
snacks? <A bread that can’t be 
bought at regular bakeries or at 
99 per cent of the special bakeries 
is the kind I mean. It is the 
kind of bread that your next door 
neighbor is not likely to share 
with you when she bakes. But it 
is the kind that you can bake 
and share with her and be pretty 
sure her family will enjoy as 
much as yours. Such a bread is 
Swedish Limpa made of about 
equal parts of white and rye flour 
and very artfully flavored with 
caraway or fennel seed and grated 
orange rind. Its color is a beauti- 
ful tan, its aroma is distinct and 
intriguing, and its flavor is one 


that will not become monotonous | 
to the palate. 

The four important things to sd 
member when baking this bread | 
is to never put the yeast to soften 


in water or milk that is hotter 
than lukewarm, or the yeast) 
plants will be killed. Two, the | 
dough should be kneaded until it’ 
is smooth and elastic. Three, the | 
kneaded dough which is covered) 
shou'd be set in a cozy place, 
around 85 F. and stand long 
enough for it to double in bulk 
before shaping into loaves. Four, 
the shaped loaves should be put 
into metal, not glass pans, to rise 
the second time and to be baked, 
because the glass produces too 
brown a loaf for bread made of 
so much dark flour. 


Swedish Limpa Bread. 

One and one-fourth cups milk, 
one teaspoon granulated sugar, 
one-fourth cup lukewarm water, 
one package dry granular yeast, 
or one cake compressed yeast, 
two teaspoons caraway seed, one 
tablespoon salt, one-third cup 
brown sugar packed firmly (or 
dark molasses), one tablespoon 
grated orange rind, one-half cup 
water, three cups rye flour (loose- 


ly packed), 3 tablespoons melted 


shortening, three and onefourth 
cups sifted all-purpose flour. 


Scald the milk. Stir one tea- 
spoon of sugar into the lukewarm 
| water. Add yeast and let stand 
10 minutes. Add the caraway seed, 
salt, sugar (or molasses), orange 
rind and water to milk and cool 
to lukewarm. Combine with the 
yeast mixture and beat well. Add 
the rye flour and beat vigorously. 
Add the cooled shortening and beat 
well. Add all-purpose flour (ex- | 
cept one-fourth cup) gradually to 
make a stiff dough. Sprinkle 
board with remaining flour and 
knead quickly and lightly for 
eight minutes. Round up into a 
ball and place in a greased bowl. 
Turn to grease top. Cover and 
set in a warm place 8§ degrees F. 
free from drafts until dough has 
doubled in bulk (one and one-half 
hours). Divide dough in half. 
Round up each portion, cover and 
let rest for 10 minutes. Shape into 
loaves. Place in greased bread 
pans eight and one-half by four 
and one-half by two and three- 
fourths inches. Cover and let rise 
until double in bulk (one and one- 
half hours). Bake in a moderately 
hot oven 400 degrees F. far 10 
minutes. Reduce heat to 875 de- 
grees F. and continue baking for 
40 minutes. Remove to cooling 


rack. Cool uncovered and away 
from drafts. Two loaves.
